Mica Is vitally necessary to 
war Industry, Is used in the 
manufacture of aeroplane 
spark plugs, and in electrical 
equipment. 

" "A hard place for hard 
people" was the way my 
friend Banjo Paterson de- 
scribed the Inland, and very 
aptly, too," said Mrs, Jenkins. 

"For those white men who 
brave the loneliness and hard- 
ship ox. that country away in 
the rangea and remain there 
worting In all weather I have 
the greatest admiration," she 
continued. 

"My hrabund and I have 
tfir ambition to be the oldest 
living mica miners." 
-The Jenkins' have covered 
thousands of miles In their 
truck. 

"We never move anywhere 
In our truck without our swag, 
our tueker-bojt. billy-can, and 
plenty of water," said Mrs.
